GROMYKO RIDES

He was accompanied by 
seven senior embassy officials 
and British Maj. Gen. Guy Salis- 
bury-Jones, marshal of the diplo- 
matic corps. 

Going and coming, Gromyko 
was his usual unsmiling self. If 
he felt self-conscious riding in a 
coach that looked like something 
out of Cinderella, he did not show 
it. In keeping with protocol, the 
palace sent three landaus—mas- 
sive high coaches of crimson, 
black and gold—to the Soviet 
embassy to pick up Gromyko and 
his party. 


FCC EXAMINER BARS RACING 
NEWS CURB BY WESTERN UNION 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UP)— 
A Federal Communications Com- 
mission examiner today ordered 
cancellation on constitutional 
grounds of a proposed Western 
Union regulation aimed at ille- 
gal dissemination of racing news. 

The order, subject to oral 
arguments and final decision by 
the commission, was issued by 
Examiner Fanney N. Litvin. 

The order said the regulation 
would not accomplish its intend- 
ed purpose. In: discriminating 
against some customers who 
might use racing news legally, 
the examiner said, the regulation 
is unjust, unreasonable and dis- 
criminatory and ... abridges the 
right of free speech and free 
ress.” 

In effect the proposed regula- 
tion, filed last December, would 
have limited use of Western 
Union’s telegraph wires for dis- 
semination of horse or dog racing 
news to press associations, radio 
and television stations, or pub-

He Says McCarran Law 


Is ‘Not Just’ — Judge 
Issues Ruling ‘With Re-

BOSTON, Aug. 7 (AP)—A Fin- 
nish-born mill worker of Wendell, 
N.H., who says he signed a Com- 
munist party membership appli- 
cation in 1934 because “they told 


me they wanted to win a strike in 
which I was involved,” was or- 
dered deported yesterday. 

United States District Judge 
Charles E, Wyzanski Jr. ruled 
“with reluctance” that Carl A. 
Latva, 49 years old, who signed 
the Communist application, must 
be deported to his native Finland. 

Judge Wyzanski said that un- 
der the McCarran Act he was 
bound to deny a writ of habeas 
corpus to prévent. the. deportation 
of Latva. The McCarran Act of 
1950, passed over President Tru- 
man’s veto, authorizes deporta-

Latva, whose two sons served 
in the United States Navy in 
World War Il, said at his home 
last night: 

“An immigrant like me.... I 
didn’t know right from wrong be- 
cause I hadn't been here very 
long. Then 20 ‘years later be- 
cause I tell the truth they want 
to break up my family and take 
me away from the country I love.” 

Came to U.S. as Child. 

Latva came to the United States 
as a child of 13 from the village 
of Pori, Finland, and has worked 
in New Hampshire textile mills 
since he was 17. 

In 1941, Latva, whose wife is 
an American, filed a declaration 
of intention to become an Ameri- 
can citizen. Eight years later he 
filed a petition for United States 
citizenship which is still pending. 

It was the application for citi- 
zenship that led to Latva’s trou- 
bles. 

He testified before immigration 
officials at that time that he had 
joined the Communist party at the 
urging of party leaders because 
he understood the aims and pur- 
poses of the organization were 
“organizing unions, and if there 
was a strike they appealed to all 
local groups to raise funds to help 
strikers.” 

The case came before Judge 
Wyzanski when Latva filed a pe- 
tition for a writ of habeas corpus 
against district director of immi- 
gration and naturalization Henry 
Nicolls. 

Latva’s. membership in the 
Communist party consisted of pay- 
ing an original fee of 50 cents 
and an additional 10 cents a 
month for four months. 


“I Blame the Law.” 

Latva said, “I don’t blame any- 
body. I don’t blame the Govern- 
ment. I blame the law, This is 
a law that is not just.” 

He was working 54 hours a 
week in the Dorr mills for less 
than $30 a week when a general 
textile strike was called in 1934. 
An AFL union was trying to or- 
ganize the men, he said. 

“We began to see a lot of 
strangers in town,” Latva said 
last night. “We heard they were 
from Manchester and Concord.

Although Byrnes’s address 
aroused little enthusiasm among 
the .3000 persons present at the 
convention, delegates voted 29814 | 
to 45 in favor of the Stevenson- 
Sparkman ticket after an acri- 
monious two-hour debate. Oppo- 
nents charged the convention had 
been “steamroliered.” 

Thomas P. Stoney, white-haired, 
fiery former mayor of Charleston 
Who later took a leading role in 
organizing the pro-Eisenhower 
movement, told the: convention 
the “deck had been Stacked,” but 
he nevertheless would speak 
against the Stevenson-Sparkman 
indorsement proposal.

Arnall told reporters that thé 
controls law “insofar as economic 
‘stabilization is concerned is s0 
very weak, due to crippling 
amendments” that he may need a 
stronger law. 

He added that besides food, 
which in the last two weeks “has 
been rising more rapidly than at 
any time in the country’s history,” 
prices are also due to climb on 
goods containing steel, copper and 
aluminum. All three metals have 
been given. price increases recent- 
ly, with the aluminum boost 
authorized yesterday. 

In several recent statements of 
his concern about food prices Ar- 
nall has given no indication of 
what Congress might be asked to 
do to bring them down. 

Actually the only important 

“crippling amendment” affecting 
food in this year’s extension of 
the controls law was outright ex- 
emption from control of fresh, 
frozen and canned fruits and veg- 
etables, which make up about 20 
per cent of all food prices. Only 
potatoes among fresh fruits and 
vegetables have ever been con- 
trolled, and frozen and canned 
fruits ‘and vegetables were con- 
trolled only at the processor and 
retail level, with no control over 
the price at the farm. 

Parity Provision. 

Congress has written into the 
controls law from the very be- 
ginning a provision that no con- 
trols can be placed on farm com- 
modities until they rise above the 
parity price, set by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture according to 
a formula in farm laws. 

Only cattle and soybeans are 
now controlled at the farm level, 
and the latest Agriculture Depart- 
ment report (for July 29) shows 
that almost all the important food 
commodities are still selling be- 
low parity. Parity has, been rising 
slowly with rising costs of the 
things farmers buy. 

Only last week OPS was forced 
to increase processor ceilings for 
several pork items in order to al- 
low the processors to pay the 
price for hogs which the Agri- 
culture Department deemed 
proper for the season lasting un- 
til Qct. 1. Many of the items 
which have been pushing up the 
food price index in recent months, 
such as eggs and poultry, never 
have been under price control 
and still are selling below parity. 

The retail food price index, 
published by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, read 231.5 on June 15, 
marking the fourth successive 
monthly climb but still a shade 
below the previous high reached 
in January. 

In a preliminary tabulation for 
July, based on reports from only 
eight cities instead of the Pe 
covered in the full survey, 
index. was put tentatively last 
week at 235.1, a new. record high 
and the steepest month-to-month 
climb in years. index uses

10 LASHES ORDERED

Flanary was sentenced also to 
serve six months. 

Magistrate Wilber F. Sheffield, 
who imposed the sentence called 
the case “one of the most de- 
plorable ever heard.” Filanary’s 
wife testified that she and two 
of their children had been beaten 
a number of times. The youngsters 
testified that their father, a 43- 
year-old. carpenter, choked their 
mother and kicked her in the 
stomach, In November of 1950, 
Flanary was sentenced to two 
years for assault on his wife, but 
that sentence was suspended.

PLANE EXPLODES 
ABOARD CARRER 
9 KILLED, 75 HUR 


Fire Destroys 12 Planes, 
Drives 63 Men Over- 
board — Jet Blows Up 
After Landing. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP)— 
An explosion of a jet plane aboard 
the United States carrier Boxer 
in Korean waters killed nine men 
and injured 75 others, the Navy 
reported today. 

Twelve jet planes were de- 
stroyed by raging fires that fol- 
lowed the explosion. Helicopters 
and lifeboats. picked up 63 crew- 
men driven overboard by the 
flames. 

A naval officer said the acci- 


dent on the 27,000-ton carrier, 
which normally carries a crew of 
2900 officers and men, occurred 


about 50 miles off the coast of 
Korea Tuesday night (Wednesday 
Korean time). 


No enemy action was involved.

O’Mahoney told the President 
in a White House conference that 
he is confident the present mid- 
1955 target date for the peak of 
the defense buildup can be met 
despite the 54-day steel strike. 

- “Doubtless there was a loss of 

military production due to the 
steel strike,” O’Mahoney said he 
told the President, “btt I confi- 
dently hope that the loss of pro- 
duction can be picked up without 
delay.” : 

Steelman, in his secret month- 
ly report to the President on the 
defense production program, said 
it will be a full year before mili- 
tary production recovers from the 
impact of the strike. 

299 Arms Plants Affected. 

Parts of the Steelman report 
made public disclosed that 299 
plants working on military con- 
tracts either closed or slowed 
down production because of the 
strike. 

The effects of the tie-up will be 
felt heavily for the next three to 
six months and “will not be com- 
pletely worked out” of the arms 
production program for a year, 
Steelman said. 

Steelman estimated that 25,- 
000,000 man-days of work were 
lost during the* idleness of 600,- 
000 striking steel workers. Stop- 
pages in other industries boosted 
this total of idle to perhaps 1,400,- 

0 men. 

He estimated steel output this 
year will be about 90,000,000 
tons, 14 per cent below 1951 and 
the lowest since 1949. 

Steelman reported that the new 
T-48 medium tank is coming off 
assembly lines and some of the 
new aircraft types appear likely 
to be delivered on schedule de- 


spite the steel stoppage. 
Hardest-Hit Industries. 
Steelman said the industries 
hardest hit by the strike were 
automobile, fabricated metal, 
farm, metal-working and other 
non-electrical machinery. 
O’Mahoney said that undoubt- 
edly a supplemental military 
spending bill to cover expenses of 
the Korean fighting will be 
needed on top of the $46,591,000,- 
000 regular military appropriation 
already approved by Congress.

Consumers in the Eighth dis- 
trict enjoy an average rate less 
than that for the United States 
as a whole, the report said. The 
district average residential rate 
for 100-kilowatt monthly use was 
$3.34 while the comparable rate 
for the nation was $3.74, it said. 

“In general, the areas served 
by the Tennessee Valley Authority 
obtain electricity at the lowest 
rate of any of the areas in the 
Eighth district,” the report stated, 
“but domestic users in the St. 
Louis area also benefit from re- 
latively low-cost rates. 

“Economics of large-scale op- 
erations make it possible for a 
privately owned utility to charge 
rates below those charged by some 
municipally-owned systems,” the 
bank said. “For example, in dis- 
trict portions of Missouri, pub- 
licly-owned systems (mostly small) 
charged $3.89 for 100 kilowatt- 
hours a month as compared with 
$3.03 charged by privately-owned 
systems.” 

The Eighth Federal Reserve 
District includes all of Arkansas, 
most of Missouri, southern Illi- 
nois and Indiana, western Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, and north- 
ern Mississippi.

Lettuce has been fairly cheap and 
fairly plentiful; with luck we may 
see an improvement in quality 
with no iricrease in price. Cucum- 
bers and peppers are other salad 
items which are on this week's 
plentiful list. 

Apparently we can’t rely en- 
tirely upon homegrown tomatoes 
to fill all of our requirements. 
To help the situation, tomatoes 
are being brought in from Illi 
nois, Indiana, Michigan and even 
Canada. Some of the late to- 
matoes are being harvested green 
and shipped to market, in case 
you have a pet recipe for green 
tomato pickle. 

As for vegetables which must 
be cooked, there are plenty of 
homegrown string beans, plus 
some from out-state. Corn was so 
abundant last week that it was 
a glut on the market. 

It is difficult to know whether 
to put cauliflower in the cooked 
vegetable category or list it with 
the salad vegetables, since crisp 
flowerettes are the final touch to 
a salad bowl. But you will find 
excellent cauliflower for _what- 
ever purpose you may wish to 
use it. Some of the snowball 
cauliflower from Washington 
could well be described as superb. 

Louisiana sweet potatoes have 
been out of reach of most of us 
for some weeks, but prices have 
dropped rather drastically,

world, The value of rapid air 
concentration was shown in the 
early days in Korea when the Air 
Force flew in planes from all over 
the world. According to Gen. J. 
(Lawton Collins, chief of staff of 
the Army, the air support made 
‘possible by this operation saved 
the United States forces from 
being driven out of Korea. 
System of Bases Required. 

Airplanes by themselves are, 
however, of limited value. They 
must have bases, fuel, ammuni- 
tion, repair facilities and main- 
tenance personnel, 

To take advantage of our abil- 
ity to concentrate great numbers 
‘of military aircraft rapidly any- 
where in the world, a worldwide 
system of bases is required. 

This system is now under con- 
struction and well along. It 
should make it possible ultimately 
to reduce the permanent station- 
ing of large air forces overseas. 
The bases themselves need great 
stores of fuel and munitions that 
can be put into immediate use 
when aircraft arrived. Mainte- 
mance crews can be flown in 
transports as rapidly as aircraft. 

There is a parallel between the 

American worldwide air base sys- 
tem and the former British sys- 
tem of naval bases encircling the 
globe. The value of the British 
~fleet was multiplied many times 
by its ability to operate anywhere 
from established bases and re- 
fueling stations. The ability: of 
our Air Force to concentrate rap- 
idly in any area from all over the 
world has the effect of doubling 
its usable strength. 
' The late President Franklin D. 
jRoosevelt had this idea in mind 
during the last war and intended 
to try to maintain the war system 
of bases for the military air 
‘¢ransport corps. It was not pos- 
sible after the war, but the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
our alliances in the Pacific have 
now made it practicable. 

Problem of Landing Supplies. 

Landing military supplies on 
beaches in France may be the 
only way we can get supplies to 
Evrope after a war starts there. 
The Soviet army would be at- 
tempting a blitz across Europe. 
‘To prevent reinforcement of the 
‘troops in Europe, it is not un- 
likely that destruction of French 
ports, through which troops and 
supplies might enter, would be 
the first Soviet atomic bomb ob- 
jective. If the major ports were 
destroyed, there would be no re- 
course except to use the minor 
ports and favorable beaches.

It is difficult to comprehend 
the magnitude of supply opera- 
tions for an army in action. Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s armies 
in Europe were held back by 
failure to capture ports early in 
the operations. Brest had to be 
captured while other operations 
waited. The Battle of the Bulge 
was a battle by Hitler to capture 
Antwerp which was then the prin- 
cipal Allied supply port. Had 
Hitler succeeded, Allied opera- 
tions would have been halted. 


With air superiority, it might 
be possible to protect the major 
ports and undertake the mass un- 


hundreds of thousands of tons of 
supplies such as a great port per- 
mits. But the NATO forceg are 
faced with air inferiority. is 
therefore quite likely that the 
major French ports could not be 
protected and unloading of troops 
and cargo on beaches would be 
necessary. 


Monthly Tests Planned, 

In the first beach test, more 
than a month ago, it took 1500 
men four and one half days to 
unload 7500 tons. In the second 
test, during the latter part of 
July, 700 men unloaded 4500 tons 
from the Oshkosh Victory in five 
days. Tests will be held monthly 
from now on, 

The Oshkosh Victory was un- 
loaded by 13+ two-and-one-half- 
ton amphibious tfucks and 10 
54-foot LSMs, each with a 34-ton 
capacity.

BELIEVES TIBETANS

HONG KONG, Aug. 7 (AP)—A 
Swiss engineer banished from Red 
China said yesterday Tibetans 
could cut off and starve out the 
10,000 Chinese Communist sol- 
diers in their lofty realm if they 
had the will.

- I read the letter from Lee Howk 
with regard to that faker Dalton, who 
claimed to be Jesse James. 

Anyone versed in the legend of Jesse 
James could tell in ten minutes that he 
was a fraud. Not one vestige of proof 
@id Howk offer when asked to do so. 
The affidavits of the old-timers were 
well and good, but so many of them 
have been tracked down to misstate- 
ments that they are not reliable. 
- Howk threatened me _ with legal 
action and otherwise for tracking down 
Dalton’s claim, and I have a large file 
of his letters. 
~ Most people do not know how Howk 
came across Dalton. How there was 
a big scandal down in Texas about the 
treatment of the old men there. How 
a reporter interviewed Dalton (one of 
these old men) and how Howk later 
tonceived the idea to make him Jesse 
James. Certainly Dalton was well-read 

on the life .of Jesse but he could go 
only so far and then he was stumped. 

The Texas Confederate pension was 
obtained on the flimsiest pretense, by 
affidavits from persons who “knew him 
as Dalton, etc.,” but these same people 
turned around and signed other papers 
that he absolutely was Jesse James. 

Several statements of the witnesses 
have been checked in the records at 
Washington and found to be false. 

Not only that, but I have living- 
witness proof that Dalton appeared in 
Independence many years ago about to 
spring the same story of being Jesse 
James, but disappeared shortly after he 
learned that too many friends of the 
real Jesse James were still living and 
his story would have been short-lived. 


Of course, the best one is where 

the Police Gazette published a photo 
and labeled it Jesse James, yet it was 
‘the photo that Dalton himself claimed 
‘was Frank James’ photo. 
*: Dalton knew nothing of the granu- 
“Jated eyelid affliction which Jesse had, 
-and which caused his eyes never to be 
-at rest, nor did he have the wounds 
that Jesse bore, nor was he missing 
“the fingertip. Regardless of years these 
“signs would have prevailed. Also Dalton 
“absolutely refused to submit to x-ray 
“of his lungs. Jesse was so terribly 
«wounded twice in the same lung that it 
-was probably gone, or at least would 
‘have shown signs of the wounds. 


I believe I have a fair idea who 
*Dalton was, but until I am able to do 
“some further research, will not make a 

ttatement as to that: besides it is not 
«too important, as we know he was not 
“Jesse James.

The magnitude of the problem is made clear 
‘by some figures submitted by Senator Paul 
Douglas of Illinois, In an Atlantic Monthly 
article, he estimated that in a campaign for 
alderman in Chicago, about $70,000 was spent 
in support of himself and his adversary— 
although the post paid only $5000. Speaking 
from experience again, he said that the cost 
of running for the United States Senate .in a 
fairly large state is from $150,000 to $200,000. 
‘(In the 1950 Ohio campaign, at least $511,000 
was expended in support of Senator Taft.) As 
for a presidential campaign, Senator Douglas 
estimated that it costs the twe parties about 
$75,000,000. 

Actually it is impossible to determine the 
cost of a presidential campaign. Federal law 
limits the National Committees to $3,000,000 
each just as it limits senatorial candidates to 
$25,000 and House candidates to $5000 each. 
But the law sets no limits on the money which 
may be raised in behalf of candidates by in- 
dependent committees, and it asks no account- 
ing from such committees. How much they 
spend may not be known even to the candidate 
himself.. Indeed he actually may be glad not 
to know. 

Some of the bigger contributors, however, 
are not likely to leave him in ignorance. They 
regard campaign gifts as investments, and they 
want their dividends in the form of profitable 
contracts, subsidies and other favors. And if 
their demands are not met to some extent, there 
just will be no funds when the next campaign 
rolis around, 

Of course, all political contributions are not 


‘made with the idea of buying some ‘special 


privilege. This is especially true of the smaller 
gifts made by people who feel they are further- 
ing a cause or doing their civic duty. But a 
revision of the election laws is overdue, and it 
ought to be undertaken when the new Congress 
convenes in January.

More flexible limits should replace the pres- 
ent unrealistic ceilings. A top of $25,000 for a 
senatorial campaign might be all right in Ne- 
vada, but it certainly is all wrong in New York. 
We might well consider applying some version 
of the British system which permits the expendi- 
ture of 8 cents per rural voter and 7 cents per 
city voter.” There must be regard also for 
over-all campaign spending, and not merely for 
the amount disbursed by the candidate himself. 
And there ought to be some safeguards against 
leaving the way open to state and local groups 
to dispose of money which national committees 
are not allowed to spend. 

Finally there ought to be some long and hard 
thinking about the European system of con- 
ducting campaigns at public expense. With 
proper safeguards, that might be cheaper for 
the taxpayer in the long run. 

Naturally the rules\cannot be changed while 
the game is under way. But as Gov. Stevenson 
has shown, that is when candidates and voters 
alike are most conscious of the need for a 
change. And it might not be'a bad idea for 
candidates—national, state and local—to make 
the discussion of a change part of their c-m- 
paign appeals. 
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A Wise Place to Cut 


The Defense Department has dropped 120 of 


‘the 270 persons it has had doing public informa- 


tion work in Washington, and the Army, Navy 
and Air Force, according to a spokesman, are 
going to make corresponding cuts in their pub- 
licity personnel as a result of cuts in appropri- 
ations. 

In these days of heavy military spending and 
drastic need for makihg the best possible use of 
all personnel, it seems most appropriate that the 
publicity media take a cut. Such things as the 
handling of the Gen. Robert W. Grow case, in 
which newsmen were kept in the dark about 
pertinent facts that had no security angle, reflect 
no credit to Army conceptions of public infor- 
mation, 

The Army, Navy and Air Force probably will 
find that co-operation. with newspapers seeking 
facts can more than make up for the decrease 
in public information officers. 
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Baggage for Gen. Eisenhower 

Many citizens, including Democrats as well 
as Republicans, must be distressed at the way 
Gen. Eisenhower is being boxed in by apologists 
for the notorious “Class of °46.” This is the 
group of Senators which includes Kem of Mis- 
souri, McCarthy of Wisconsin, Jenner of In- 
diana, Bricker of Ohio and Cain of Washington 
—that first group of postwar Senators who are 
up for re-election this year. 

Senator Dirksen has already gone far to 
saddle the Republican nominee with that entire 
batch of foreign policy\ monkeywrench throwers.

The conflict is further pointed up by the 
news photograph which shows Gen. Eisenhower 
at Denver ina “belligerent mood” as he discussed 
plans for the campaign with former Illinois 
Senator C. Wayland Brooks. This must mean 
that Gen. Eisenhower does not know all he 
ought to know about the record of Mr. Brooks 
in the Senate and why Illinois retired him four 
years ago under a 403,000-majority for Senator 
Paul H. Douglas. 

Illinois repudiated Mr. Brooks along with 
former Gov, Dwight H. Green and former Attor- 
ney General George F. Barrett in a clean sweep 
in 1948. Gen. Eisenhower will do his candidacy 
no good by taking up prominently with that 
discredited outfit now.

-Tuesday’s. primary demonstrated the power 
of a political party to clean itself up and sweep 


out undesirable odds and ends. This was a 
_ Special kind of suecess for the Democratic party 
in Missouri. 


In St. Louis ‘the Callanan machine had pulled 
out all the stops in trying to win city and state- 
wide power. During the months preceding the 


‘election ‘there were efforts te tamper with the 


police — then gerrymanders, sudden shifts in 


election officers, large campaign expenditures 


and charges of illegal electioneering by deputies. 

Yet it was all in vain. The machine's engi- 
neers grabbed for: power in the Democratic 
City Committee, in the Circuit Attorney’s office, 
in the State Senate, the governorship and other 
high offices. They lost on nearly every count. 

At the edge of the sweeping broom, Third 
District Democrats nominated Mrs. John B. 
Sullivan and brushed aside former Congressman 
Raymond W. Karst. He had been involved with 
James Waechter, former election official, who 
got a $25,000 fee when Streett & Co. acquired 
federal land at Jefferson Barracks. 

Down in Jefferson county, about the same 
thing was happening to the Democratic organi- 
zation. The voters piled Assessor Martin Bur- 
gess, Sheriff Amos Lee and Prosecuting 
Attorney John Thurman all in a heap. The 
assessor was accused of shenanigans two weeks 
ago. The Sheriff and Prosecuting Attorney held 
office during the Club 45 gambling scandal. 

In the end the primary results crushed the 
hopes of organized racketeers and hoodlums to 
invade this territory. Beyond that, the Demo- 
cratic party enabled itself to put its best candi- 
dates in the November election. 

Obviously the party did not achieve this 
result without the help of independent votérs 
and many Republicans, who were aroused 
enough by the machine issue to cross the party 
line. So the primary results and heavy Demo- 
cratic vote offer no guarantees for November. 

But the results do show that a party belongs 
to the people, and that.a primary can be used 
to keep it that way. For it is in the primaries 
that ambitious political bosses count on the 
citizens’ disinterest, and scheme to take over.

This gives Senate Nominee 
Symington a present majority of more than 
185,100 over Mr. Taylor, and suggests that the 
final figure will run nearer to 200,000. 

Many lessons can,be read from this brilliant 
triumph.

In the race against Mr. Symington 
smear after smear was set going. Not a one of 


_ them stuck. Mr. Symington went to the people, 


talked to them about the issues and -vignored 
the ugly, below-the-belt stuff. 

There will be temptation to turn smears loose 
in the presidential campaign this fall. In fact 
some of the lesser lights have already begun to 
kick them out. But judging by the Missouri 
senatorial primary, in which thousands of Re- 
publicans and independent voters joined with 


‘the Democrats, the pitch bucket is not going to 


be a popular campaign utensil. 

By some fast, late. maneuvers the McCarthy 
crowd got by with character assassination in 
Maryland and some other states two years ago. 
They will try it at their peril this year. Missouri 
has sounded a warning to the smear artists 
everywhere. Let the word of. what happened 
here get around over the whole country as soon 
as possible. 
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Mr. Dalton Comes Through 


The nomination of John M. Dalton of Kennett 
as Democratic candidate for the post of Attorney 
General of Missouri represents another victory 
for the people over the machine. Mr. Dalton 
had a close battle with Delton L. Houtchens of 
Clinton and for a while the result was in doubt. 
Mr. Houtchens was supported by the Callanan 
crowd in St. Louis. 

The nominee comes from a_ prominent 
Misspuri family, but more than that he is known 
as an attorney for several rural electric co- 
operatives and as legislative counsel for the 
Missouri Rural Electric Co-operative Association. 
He will be an able opponent for State Repre- 
sentative Richard M. Webster’ of Carthage, 
Republican who was unopposed in the primary.

House investigators have just found new 
scandals in the alcohol tax unit of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau—this time with the active help 
of the Treasury Department.

Tentative plans of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue call for 16 revenue districts across 
the -country.

Under the old arrangement there were 64 
revenue collectors, all appointed. Under the 
new plan there will be a fourth that many dis- 
trict commissioners, all under civil service. The 
project is not only to get the district offices 
out from under local politics and patronage, 
but to get them away from favor-seekers. 

Some. Senators opposed the reorganization 


plan because it moved district offices farther 


from the areas where the taxes were collected. 
But that, as the Senators must have known, was 
exactly the point. .Mr. Dunlap’s mathematical 
‘problem is to estimate how the possibility of tax 
favoritism varies with the distance from the 
source.

Highways of the Incas of Peru were in many ways more remark- 
able than those of Rome; they shed light on great empire; Inca 
engineers built on shortest route; 
chasms, put rest stations along way; system extended 2000 miles, 


tunneled mountains, bridged

The bridge of San Luis Rey, which 
snapped its cables on the morning of 
July 20, 1714, and hurled a company of 
travelers into the egorge of the Apurimac 
river below, was part of a road system that 
is one of the wonders of human history. 
This 200-foot suspension bridge and hun- 
dreds of others like it had been built by 
* - pneient Incas of Peru to carry their 
fabulous roads over the abysses of their 
is ».. setts OMpire, 

‘The Incas had a network of 10,000 miles 
of paved highways, stretching from Chile 
to Colombia and from the Pacific across 
the Andes to the jungle headwaters of 
the Amazon, that ranks with the road 
systems of Rome, Persia and other ancient 
empires. Though far less celebrated than 
the famous roads of Rome, the Inca high- 
ways are in many respects even more re- 
markable. 

All great conquerors have perforce been 
great road builders, and when an empire 
dies, its roads may be its most durable 
and revéaling monument. Then Inca high- 
way system, which so far has been little 
studied, may similarly hold answers to 
many of the still unanswered questions 
about the Inca civilization. 

There was a period of some 400 years 
(before Napoleon reconstructed the Ro- 
man roads in Europe) when the royal road 
of the Incas was, so far as we know, the 
only decent highway system in the world. 
For centuries the culture of Europe was 
literally bogged down in mud, and it was 
said that a traveler needed “a falcon’s eye, 
an ass’s ears, a monkey's face, a mer- 
chant’s words, a camel's back, a hog’s 
mouth, a deer’s feet” to survive his 
journey. 


1500-Mile Journey in 5 Days 


By contrast, in South America during 
that period Inca couriers were carrying 
messages from Quito to Cusco, a distance 
of 1500 miles along the ridges of the 
Andes, in five days. What makes the 
ancient Peruvian road unique, however, 
is that it was built by a people who had 
never heard of the wheel. The Incas 
built the greatest footpath in history. 

It is not to be supposed from this that 
the Peruvian system was an affair of 
mountain tracks and jungle trails. It was 
built broad, straight and solid, and it car- 
ried a heavy traffic: llama trains laden 
with produce and tribute and gold, sol- 
diers on their way out to guard or extend 
the boundaries of the realm, relays of 
messengers trotting from one center to 
another on a schedule not unlike the pony 
express of the American West. 

In main plan the Peruvian road system 
took the form of two parallel turnpikes— 
one along the ocean, the other high in 
the mountains. The two roads, running 
the length of the empire, were connected 
at intervals by laterals that knifed through 
the hills at terrifying grades. 

The coastal road, 30 feet wide, ran 800 
level miles through a desert so dry that 
rain falls there only once in 25 years; it 
was bordered on either side by a waist- 
high wall of sun-baked adobe to hold back 
the drift of sand. The mountain road, 


about 15 feet wide, traversed territory of 


such overpowering difficulty that its engi- 


neering feats were not duplicated until 
the railroad builders of the nineteenth 
century opened up much of the same 
region, 

The Inea construction engineers followed 
a simple rule in laying out their roads: 
they ignored all obstacles and ran their 
lines over the shortest route. Over marshes 
the road became a causeway, so well built 
that parts of it are still in use. When the 
road came to a lake, it was securely floated 
on balsa pontoons. When it came to a 
chasm, the engineers flung a bridge 
across it. 


Network of a Great Empire 


They made no concession to steep rock 
walls; when they encountered one, they 
either tunneled right through it or cut 
steps and went over the top. And all this 
was built in a clime as inhospitable as the 
moon—at an average altitude of about 
13,000 feet. 

At intervals of 4 to 12 miles along 
the entire 2000 miles of the system, the 
engineers put up wayside houses—like 
the refreshment stations along today’s 
caravanserais—which were always stocked 
with food and kept In repair against the 
weather. 

The Peruvians buliit their cities mostly 
of stone. They perched fortresses.on the 
mountaintops, and from the profits of em- 
pire they raised sun temples whose exte- 
riors were faced with beaten gold. They 
greatly extended the fertile terraces on the 
slopes of the Andes, inherited from an 
earlier culture, and built large, compli- 
cated irrigation systems to water them. 
Granaries against famine were spotted 
throughout the realm. 

And wherever the Inca extended his 
empire, his road followed the conquest. 
It became at last a gigantic network weav- 
ing the disparate regions of South America 
—the desert coast, the high Andes and the 
humid jungle—into a unity of empire. 


Route for Spanish Conquerors 


Like the Romans, the Incas built their 
roads primarily for conquest, then for 
tribute and finally for commerce and com- 
munication. In the end their superb high- 
way system became the avenue for easy 
conquest of the Incas themselves. The 
Spanish invader found the Ineas’ excellent 
roads an open route to the heart of the 
country, 

When Cieza, de Leon traveled over the 
road 80 years after the conquest, this con- 
scientious soldier burst out: “I believe that 
since the history of man has been re- 
corded, there has been no account of such 
grandeur as is to be seen in this road 
which passes over deep valleys and lofty 
mountains by snowy heights and over falls 
of water, through living rock and along the 
edges of furious torrents. Oh, what 
greater things can be said of Alexander or 
of any of the powerful kings who had 
ruled in the world, than that they have 
made such a road as this and conceived 


the works which were required for it!

Brien McMahon did a lot, in a brief 
political career, to ‘make the word poli- 
ticlan a term of honor.

The Inverted Mystic 


MELVILLE’S QUARREL WITH GOD, by Lawrance 
Thompson. {Princeton University Press, 475 pgs., 

Mr. Thompson presents in this book a 

conviction that a devilishly brilliant facet 

of Herman. Melville’s art has heretofore 

blinded scholarly investigators, whose 

glasses, besides, were more or ob- 

scured by “personal bias.” Melville, he 

declares, became angry with God as the 

author of evil, the agent of ruthless judg- 

ment, the symbol of “seemingly tyrannous 

harshness and cruelty. and malice.” Since 

he could not write frankly of his real 

feelings as an “inverted. mystic” (heresy- 

hunters would have 

made his life miser- 

-able), he used liter- 

ary artifice, taking 

“wry and sly pleas- 

- in the irony of 


self-protective riddle- 
masks of his _ in- 
genious art; behind 


uses of Bible quota- 

tion or allusion 

which may have one 

meaning in.a Chris- 
tian context and quite a different meaning 
as controlled by Melville’s anti-Christian 
context.” 

Such is Mr. Thompson’s thesis, which 
had its origin some years ago in his re- 
reading “Moby Dick” with great care and 
noticing that the main character, Ishmael, 
was so markedly ‘fond of sarcastically say- 
ing two things at once” that an obvious 
pattern of “sly ridicule of concepts saered 
to Christian doctrine” became discernible. 
Thorough saturation with the life and 
works of Melville ended in his conviction 
that the style, structure, and intentions of 
the novelist were intricately at work mak- 
ing “sheeptraps and mousetraps” for his 
readers. 

Mr. Thompson is fully aware that his 
booklong assessment of Melville’s “anti- 
Christian triple-talk,” “stylistic and equive 
ocal footwork,” and “conscious employ- 
ment of artistic’ deceptions” may start a 
surge of censure or at least dissent from 
scholars indisposed to regard his asser- 
tions receptively. He is prepared for that, 
He admits that he suspected himself, dur- 
ing his meticulous search, of reading into 
one passage or another what he hoped to 
find there, rather than what was actually 
there. But, he corroborative 
“passages accumulated until they encour- 
aged me to stop suspecting myself.” 

His evidence and his reading of it seem 
pretty conclusive. If he does not fit per- 
fectly into that company of “scholarly ad- 
venturers” so. glowingly recorded by Rich- 
ard Altick, he soundly proves himself a 
master of interpretation every major de- 
tail of which rests upon Melville’s own 
words. No reader of Melville can feel 
that his knowledge of the author is com- 
plete without, at least, browsing knowledge 
of this scrupulously written and hand- 
somely printed book. It should appre 
ciably reduce the numbers of those “skim- 
mers of pages” whom Mr. Thompson for- 
givably lumps together as “jokers” who 
“laugh the too-loud laugh at those who 
think they see in ‘Moby Dick’ just a wee 
bit mofe than a ripping good yarn about 
a whale hunt.” ALVIN R. ROLFS.

FURS MUST BE SOLD. 
~ UNDER TRE NAMES 


Law Effective Tomorrow Mid- 
night Bars Fancy Titles for 
Plebeian Pelts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP)— 
Planning to buy your wife an 
Arctic seal coat? Or a Mendoza 
beaver? Or a Galland squirrel? 

Better grab your checkbook 
and start running. After mid- 
night tomorrow these fancy 
names will pass into history and 
all three furs must be sold under 
their right name: rabbit. 

Many another a writer’s pipe- 


dream—river sable for muskrat 
and genet for plain cat—likewise 
will be outlawed when the new 
fur-labeling act, signed by Presi- 
dent Truman a year ago, finally 
goes in effect. 


This law says all fur garments 
must be advertised and sold un- 
der “the true English name of 
the animal from which the fur 
was taken.” 


List of Names Compiled. 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, which, will do most of the 
enforcing of the law, has pre- 
pared a list of 100 or so “true 
English names”’—from alpaca to 
zebra—which will let the cus- 
tomer know just what fur he is 
buying. - 

Among the thought-up names 
thus ruled out: black marten for 
skunk, blue Japanese wolf for 
dyed goat, Manchurian wolf for 
Chinese dog. 

Through this law, says Harvey 
H. Hannah, chief of FTC’s wool 
and fur labeling division, “Con- 
gress has set out to remove the 
veil of confusion, uncertainty and 
obscurity which has for the past 
decade clouded the minds of 
many potential fur buyers.” 


Congress made it tough on any 
dealer who refuses to call a 
skunk a skunk. The penalties for 
violators run up to a $5000 fine 
or a year in jail or both. 


Most Furriers Favor Law. 

Many furriers feught the law 
at first but most now seem con- 
vinced it’s a good idea. One lead- 
er in the industry, Albert J. 
Feldman, president of A. Hol- 
lander & Son, Inc., calls it a 
blessing in disguise: 

“In past years many a sale 
was lost because of customer con- 
fusion. The same shopper might 
see the same fur under several 
different names. It was some- 
thing she couldn’t understand. 
What a woman doesn’t under- 
stand, she doesn’t like.” 

Bésides doing away with such 
elegant subterfuges as Baltic lion 
for rabbit and mand-o-coon for 
dyed lamb, the law requires sell- 
ers to state whether the fur is 
used, bleached or dyed, and 
where the fur came from, if-it is 
imported.

He was addressing delegates to 
the “Girls Nation” citizen project, 
as they met with him in the 
White House rose garden.

High 
school girls from across the land 
visit Washington to learn the 
mechanics of government and 
responsibilities of citizenship. 


Truman told the girls to con- 
tinue their study of the govern- 
ment so that “when your turn 
comes, you can keep it running 
on an even keel.”

As 
he walked down the steps to his 
seat, the bell rang for the start 
of the first round. Sammy was 
just becoming settled in his 
chair when he looked up and 
saw his man stretched out for 
the full count. 

Zivic had dashed across the 
ring, hit Celebron with three 
fast left hands then connected 
with a right and it was all over. 


Dempsey Quick Finisher, 


ACK DEMPSEY scored some 

60 knockouts in the first 

round, including exhibitions, 
during his career. Two of them 
were in important fights. He 
kayoed Carl Morris, one of the 
original white hopes who sprang 
up after Jack Johnson defeated 
Jim Jeffries for the heavy- 
Weight title, in 14 seconds. 
Dempsey rocked Fred Fulton 
to sleep in Harrison, N.J., in 
18 3/5 seconds. 

One of the most spectacular 
of all first-round knockouts oc- 
curred in the second meeting 
between Joe Louis and Max 
Schmeling of Germany, June 
22, 1938. Schmeling knocked 
out Louis in the 12th round in 
their first meeting, which was 
not a championship fight. 

But before Louis met Schmel- 
ing the second time he had won 
the world’s heavyweight title 
by knocking out Jim Braddock. 

When Louis and Schmeling 
encountered one. another the 
second time it was in Yankee 
Stadium. Louis, usually a count- 
er puncher, jumped across the 
ring with as savage an attack 
as ever witnessed in any ring. 

He hit Schmeling with a left- 
hand and started a right toward 
Max. Schmeling turned and 
received the full impact of the 
blow on the side of his body. 
He grunted and grabbed the 
ropes. 

Referee Arthur Donovan 
pushed Louis away and per- 
mitted Schmeling to turn to 
face his viciously punching foe. 
Louis hit him again and Scheml- 
ing went down for keeps. 

Louis also knocked out Jack 
Roper in 2 minutes, 20. sec- 
onds; Buddy Baer in 2 minutes, 
56 seconds, Tami Maurielli in 
2 minutes, 9 seconds. 

Tommy Burns (Noah Brusso) 
of Canada holds the record for 
the shortest ending of a heavy- 
weight championship bout. He 
knocked out Irish Jem Roche 
in 1 minute, 28 seconds of the 
first round March 17, 1908, in 
Dublin, Ireland. 

There ig a saying in boxing 
that good fighters are never 
knocked out in the first round 
but Jack Dempsey was the vic- 
tim. of Fireman Jim Flynn in 
one round, a result he reversed 
later. 

Al Singer, lightweight cham- 
pion, finished Mandell in one 
session end there were several 
other good boxers who bit the 
dust in the initial round.

MANILA HEAVILY DAMAGED

of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
damage in this city of more than 
a million. The 12-inch downpour, 
heaviest in four years, turned 
thoroughfares into rivers, flooded 
homes and stores and washed out 
railroads and” highways through- 
out the Philippines’ biggest island, 
Luzon. Reports indicated heavy 
damage to ripening rice and corn 
crops. 

It was expected to take several 
days for Manila’s overburdened 
sewer system to carry off the 
debris-filled water.

The flood swirled against 
the walls of Malacanan Palace, 
home of President Elpidio Quirino 
on the banks of the | Pasig river. 


MEXICO TO CONTROL CATTLE 
EXPORTS TO AVOID SHORTAGE 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
The Government has ordered ex- 
port controls on live cattle to 
make sure that opening of the 
United States border does not 
cause a meat shortage here. 

A Government decree requires 
a ‘permit from the Secretary of 
National Economy for any export 
of cattle. Mexico formerly sent 

some 400,000 cattle a year to the 
United States until the border 
was closed because of the foot 
and mouth disease in 1946. The 
plague has apparently been wiped 
out and present plans are to re- 
open the border Sept. 1. 

Slaughterhouses here have 
complained that shipments to the 
United States may cause a short- 
age of meat for Mexico’s own 
consumption, in view of the high- 
er United States prices. The new 
decree will permit the Govern- 
ment to cut off shipments if such 
shortages occur.

Often these food relationships are very complex, 
as in the case of the wasp, Pimpla Inquisitor, whose 
larya feed on the larvae of the tussock moth and 
then, in their turn, serve as food for the larvae of 
a second wasp which eventually are used as food 
by still a third wasp. 
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EQUALLY INTERESTING is. the relationship 
between the giant.wasp known as the “tarantula 
hawk” and the great tarantula or bird spider. Con- 
trary to common opinion, the tarantula is not 
poisonous and ordinarily does not: attack man, al- 
though it can inflict a painful bite. The big spid- 
ers live in burrows and at night come out to hunt 
insects and the smallest mammals. The female lays 
some 400 eggs at a time and can produce several 
thousand young within her life span. 
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THE BIG SPIDER WASP which preys on ‘the 
tarantula is a beautiful and formidable insect, some 
members of the species having a four-inch wing- 
span. They live on nectar and lay only one egg at 
a time; but each of these eggs must be furnished 
with food consisting of one adult tarantula of the 
right species, alive but paralyzed by the sting of 
the female wasp. The single egg is attached to the 
spider’s abdomen; and when it hatches, it, imme- 
diately starts eating its gargantuan host. 

The mother wasp goes tarantula hunting when 
she is ready to lay her egg. During the late 
afternoon she sets out, flying close to the ground, 
to locate a tarantula burrow; and each species of 
tarantula wasp hunts to find a particular species of 
tarantula, never attacking one which is not her 
normal prey. She apparently identifies the spider 
with her antennae, .by crawling under and walking 
over it, a process which the spider submits to 
without any hestile response. After she has found 
her spidér, the wasp digs a hole in the ground 
nearby, some 10 inches deep and as big around : ‘ .

ON SUNDAY at Hyde Park
